BATTLE CREEK, Micu., Sept. 26,— 
The terrible sacrifice of life which re 
sulted from the burning ef the Herndon 
house, at Marshall, on Friday morning, 
an account of which appeared in the In- 
ter-Ocean of Saturday, has cast a gloom 
throughout this section. Never before 
has such a conflagration occurred in this 
part of the state resulting in the loss of 
human life. Asthe hotel register was 
burned, it is impossible to ascertain the 
number of livesthat were sacrificed to the 
flames. Many of the guestsare missing, al- 
though the remains of only two persons 
have beenfound. During the fire the 
scene wasone of great excitement and 
confusion. Theze was no possible means 
of escape, except by descending ladders 
and jumping from the windows. The 
firemen worked with much heroism, and 
became completely exhausted in their ef- 
fortsto save both lives and property 
from the devouri*g flames. Had it not 
been for the efficient service rendered by 
the hook and ladder company, there 
would have resulted a still greater sacri- 
fice of life. Almost every conceivable 
means of escape was devised by the 
guests. One gentleman made a rope out 
of his bedclothes and escaped from the 
the apap safety, followed by three 
others. r.

After this little reconoitre we retuincd 
to camp and made ready for a tramp to 
tue noribesst corner of the island, and 
thence to u large prairie. We re- 
traced our steps of the ufternvon before, 
and went to within a half mile of the point 
where we enterei the island, Ilere we 
turned north through a thick scrub ior a 
half mile, and then two hundred yards 
turough a belt of the swamp put us on a 
large prairie six or seven miles in length 
and several miles across. Ia a wet 
season it evidently overflows and might 
be traversed in boats, but now it was dry 
encuzh io burn slowly, as we fired it, 
hoping that the smoke might prove e val- 
uable guide to Mr. Haines. Oa this 
prairie were thousands of white cranes 
and numerous other pond fowls. Under 
the thick bunches of grass we saw nuo- 
bers of nests of some bird or animal. 
Our old guide said they were miak vests. 
We did not see any offihat animal, how- 
ever. Deer tracks were in great abund- 
ance. We saw several as we entered the 
prairie. We spent several hours here, 
tramping about and firing guns, but the 
sun was so hot and we were so unfitted 
for fatigue from the hardships of the 
day before and restless night, that we 
did pot undertake to cross it. 


About one o'clock we gave up all 
hopes of. Mr. Llaines’ party getting 
through to us, and we returned 
to our camp, weary apd uneasy 
about our friends, whom we hoped to 
form a junction witb here, and thereby 
make the trip entirely through this great 
morass, We knew that this was the third 
day since they ‘were to have entered the 
swamp at Hickory Hammcck, and we 
knew-that they did not have but three 
day’s rations; and that if they did not 
hear anything of usin time for them to 
retrace their steps before provisions gave 
out that they would turn back, and hence 
we thought it not only useless to remain 
longer than that day, but highly neces- 
sary to hurry back to Billy’s island and 
post our wagon back to Pitman’s to hunt 
the missing party up. We resolved, 
therefore, to pack up and wend our way 
back as far as the “big oak,” and camp 
for the night, Deeperaiory to an early 
start in the. morning. Before leaving a 
beavy reia came up and we put the bear 
hide up on stakes and sheltered otifselves 
(four) and our baggage. Bein
